Mrs. Ballington Booth's Efforts 


to Reclaim Men.

In the rooms of the board of trade 


and transportation, in Now York, a 
meeting in the interest of prison work 
was addressed by Mrs. Ballington 
Booth and Mrs. E. A. Mr- Mpiii, stiys 
the New York Times. W. .1. Scbieffe- 
lin introduced Mrs. Booth, who said: 


"There is a great responsibility to be 


faced by the state or the Christian 
church in the fact that there are 84,- 
000 prisoners in our state prisons. I 
believe, after seven years' \vork, that 
the enormous expense to the state 
could be lessened largely and that the 
problem of the prisons can be solved 
by closely looking into the lives of the 
prisoners and particularly their strug- 
gles when they get out again into tho 
world. It is my joy that there are hun- 
dreds who have been hopeless who are 
now beyond the reach of temptation, 
good citizens who are splendid exam- 
ples to the others who feel that, having 
been prisoners, they are beyond hope.. 


"I have seen them shadowed, drawn 


back and railroaded to jail simply be- 
cause they were ex-convicts. We don't 
go to governors for pardons and solicit • 
names begging for pardons. We be 
lieve that those sentenced must suffer 
for their crimes. We do believe, how- 
ever, that the man punished need not 
necessarily be punished again after he 
is free. 
^ 


"In the state prison at Trenton there 


was a prisoner who was a man of edu- 
cation. He was a noted forger, and 
one day he believed in Jesus Christ, 
and from the worst he became the 
humblest and the best of the prisoners. 
The warden, who was not a Christian, 
aftsr watching the man for a year, told 
me that all work would be sufficiently 
recompensed if I really changed the 
man. He was sure that the man would 
be back soon after serving his sen- 
tence. We took him to one of our 
homes of hope, and he is today an hon- 
ored and trusted man. lie has a rec- 
ord of five years' faithful service, and 
1 think that enough to prove his real 
reformation. 


"There was a man in Sing Sing pris 


on, and when I asked to see him the 
warden said that be was the worst 
man there, treacherous even to his fel- 
lows. He had tried twice to burn the 
.pjrisgn, and_was guilty of two assaults 
wittTa knife. "When r'savAlliru ix*riea 
to get under the mass of damaging tes- 
timony against the man and at him- 
self. He glared and told me his rec- 
ord. He said that he was sick of him- 
self. Some time later he told me that 
he was going to try. He tried and he 
triumphed. He has been reunited to 
his family and so changed for the bet- 
ter that he proudly boasted to me not 
long ago he had talked to the detective 
who arrested him twice and that the 
detective did not recognize him. 


"I know that the strongest man, with 


the best purpose on leaving prison, 
even if at once given a position, is al- 
most sure to break down in a few days. 
He doesn't get over the prison nights 
and days, the agony of conscience and 
weary brain until he lias beeii cheered 
and reassured. 
Of the 3,000 men who 


have been out of prison for some time 
and whom we interested and pledged to 
better lives I don't believe that 5 per 
cent have gone back to the old ways." 


Mrs. McAlpin told of the-need of help 


for the work and how Mrs. Booth was 
hampered in her work because she 
could not give her time exclusively to 
the prisons, but had to travel, lecturing 
throughout the country, to gather 
funds for the support of her work. 


Mrs. McAlpin, who devotes the great- 


er part of her time to prison work, told 
the story of three boys who had in 
childhood been sent to a protectory 
where they had met bad companions. 
Afterward they started on careers of 
crime. 
"They had wonderful affection and 


loyalty to one another.'" said Mrs. Mc- 
Alpin. "One was Jazy, hopelessly lazy; 
the second was delicate and apparently 
dynig. Wlu-n one was in prison, the 
others would aid him. using of their ill 
gotten means. It came about that tbe 
lazy man and the delicate man saw the 
light, and the lazy man went to work 
and the delicate one regained his 
strength, for the I.ord of miracles is 
not gone. The third uian said that it 
was too late to turn back, and he is 
now in Sing Sing prison waiting for 
the day of his electrocution."1

But thc«e Dutch immigrants wrote 


back to Hoi land about the success they 
were having with the floweis, fioin 
which at home a vast deal of money 
was being made, .and it was from_Hol- 
land that tlio reports reached the agri- 
cultural department. 
That led to in- 


vestigation and further experiments, 
which have fully satisfied the depart- 
ment that Washington state.and part 
of Oregon are capable of producing all 
of these bulbs that the fiower bed^ ar.d 
tbe greenhouses of the east can utilize 
every year. The only difficulty now Li 
the way is one of freight rates, for tha 
Dutch of Holland can still put their 
fiower bulbs dow n in New York at n 
cheaper figure than costs to transport 
the same articles oveiland from the 
Pacific coast. 


The buibs from Holland are service- 


able in the eastern liowcr beds only 
for one year.' If one strives to swre 
flowers from them a second year, it is 
found that the bJossoms are of a very 
inferior quality. Hitherto the depart- 
ment has pulled up the buibs after one 
year's crop and thrown tlicm on the

Joseph Kuster is held firmly bound 
unto the State of Ohio in the sum or 
Five Hundred Dollars, for the pay- 
ment of which we hind ourselves, our 
.heirs, administrators and executors, 
this 28th. day of March 1903. 


The condition of this obligation is 


such, that whereas, in the above enti- 
tled case pending in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Licking County, Ohio, 
said Court at its Marci .term 1903, to- 
wit:— March, 23d, 1903, ordered said 
Joseph Kuater to enter into a bond to 
the State of Ohio in the sum of $500 
to keep ithe peace and be of good be- 
havior for the period, of two years.
